Citt.  —  Surveys  have  baeu  mado  for  an  aque¬ 
duct  225  miles  long  to  bring  to  New  York 
and  tha  towns  along  tha  Hudson  a  supply 
of  water  from  Lake  Georgs.  Tha  laka  is 
about  34  miles  loug,  and  averages  from  1] 
to  l  j  miles  Iu  width,  aud  has  au  area  of 
about  50  square  miles.  By  a  short  turn  at 
the  bead  of  Dubam's  Bay,  the  report  saya, 
a  new  outlet  can  be  made  toward  the  south. 

The  lake  has  a  little  more  than  3,000  square 
miles  of  watershed.  If  is  assumed  that  by 
a  short  canal  the  surplus  waters  of  the  Up¬ 
per  Hudsou  tributaries  may  be  conducted 
Into  Laka  George  to  re-enioree  the  resor- 
rtir. 

It  is  estimated  by  CoL  J.  T.  Fanning,  the 
■chief  engineer  of  the  projector*  of  the 
scheme,  that  a  daily  average  of  1,500,000,- 
000  gallons  of  exceptionally  pure  water 
would  thus  be  uiivde  available  for  city  sup¬ 
plies.  It  is  proposed  that  the  conduit  shall 
be  at  tha  first  construction  an  open  canal, 
with  a  capacity  of  500,000,000  gallons  a 
May.  .\l  Lake  Uuorge  it  will  be  322  feel 
above  ineau  tide  water,  at  Yonkers  213  feet, 

•nd  above  the  Harlem  River  200  feet.  It  is 
antics pated  that  tha  entire  canal  will  be  cov¬ 
ered  in  time,  and  it*  capacity  thus  increased 
in  mxLuiumer  by  the  consequent  redaction 
ci  evaporation,  aud  in  whiter  by  redaction 
of  "thickness  of  ice.  It  will  be  paved  its  en¬ 
tire  length  and  tne  auoothneas  of  its  aides 
improved,  ami  time  the  rapidity  of  flow  and 
capacity  of  the  canid  enhanced.  Short  tun¬ 
nels  will  be  required  in  several  instances 
along  the  route  to  reduce  the  length  of  line 
-that  would  be  required  to  pass  around 
prominent  spurs,  as,  for  iustance,  at  Fish- 
ball  Mountain  and  Anthony’s  Nose.  Si- 
phpns  will  be  required  in  several  instances, 
and  where  the  pressure  exceeds  twenty  feet 
they  will  be  of  boiler  iron  in  a  series  of  72- 
inch  (ham-jtar  riveted  tabes.  In  number  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  required  delivery  of  water. 

Thee?  tubes  will  be  placed  aide  by  side,  and 
the  number  will  be  increased  aa  the  demand 
for  water  increases.  Stop  gates,  waste 
watra,  and  waste  sluices  will  be  introduced 
ee  tbs  topography  of  the  line  and  other  oon- 
ditiwne  shall  make  it  desirable.  Tha  canal 
from  the  river  to  the  lake  will  be  larger  in 
section  than  the  conduit,  ao  as  to  provide 
for  the  rapid  Storing  of  water  when  the 
Row  of  tha  rirer  Is  above  the  average. 

Frran  the  uxnuau*  of  the  canal,  near  High 
Bridge,  the  water  may  be  conveyed  into 
New  York.
